Keokuk, it will constitute the larpest 


tle power plant in the world. More 


than 300,000 horse power will be de- 
veloped, which will be sent o-ut over a 
spider-web of transmission wires to 
a rive the wheels of industry and to 
turn nipht into day over a radius oC 
150 miles. 


At the foot of the

Hapids, which are 
:mpass;Lble most 


of the year, a great dam is being con- 
structed across the river, extending 
from Keokuk on the Iowa shore to 
Hamilton on the Illinois 
bank, 
a 


distance of fl.096 feet, and will be the 
longest of its kind In the world. 
The 


dam rises 30 feet above the river bed 
and contains 119 spillways controlled 
by steel flood gates each 30 feet wide

the dam there is a short canal to lock 
the river boats over the obstruction.

Street 
railway and electric light companies 
in that city have already contracted 
for 60,000 horse power.

The production of coal in Washing- 


ton in 1511 was 3,572,815 short tons, 
valued at $8,174,170, according to the 
final returns compiled by Edward "W. 
Parker, of the United Stares Geolog- 
ical Survey, in co-operation with the 
Statti Geological Survey of "Washing- 
ton. 


"Washington is the only one of the 


Pacific Coast States in which 
coal 


mining Is an industry of 
any 
im- 


portance. 
But Washington, although 


more remote, is like Oregon In that jt 
is now feeling the influence of the 
competition of California 
fuel 
oil. 


Even the railroads having their own 
coal mines are using fuel oil in their 
locomotives on the mountain divisions, 
where the sparkless fuel gives pro- 
tection against forest fires. 
Some of 


the "Washington coal mines are within 
less than 50 miles of Puget Sound, yet 
most of tho steamers plying in those 
waters are using oil for fuel, the sav- 
ing In labor and the cleanliness of the 
'liquid fuel giving it a 
decided 
ad- 


\antage over coal, even 
when 
the 


latter may be cheaper at first cost. The 
decreased production of coal in Wash- 
ington seems to be assignable to no 
other cause than the substitution of 
oil for coal, as trade conditions gen- 
erally in 19H were satisfactory.,This

per cent, from the production of 1910.

counties. The area ia triangular, being 
about 35 miles from north to south 
and 30 miles from east to west.

pitchy black so that on a dry weather- 
ed surface it looks like sub-bituminous 
coal, except that 
the

woody- 


structure is not destroyed and 
can 


always be detected with the naked eye,

remains of trees and 


heavy vegetation. 
Like most lignite, 


when exposed to the utmospliere it 
checks, falls to pieces, and breaks into 
bmciH irregular fragments with pitch- 
like luster and brown streak.
